BATTLE READY 

Meet the Joint Light Tactical Vehicle — the U.S. military’s next generation of war zone wheels...

I n August 2015, Oshkosh Defense was awarded a US$6.7 billion 
contract by the U.S. military to provide the next generation 
of troop transport vehicles. It had big shoes to fill: For three 
decades, its predecessor, the now globally recognised Humvee, 
was the standard ride for American soldiers and their allies — the truck 
also became a popular civilian vehicle under the Hummer badge. 
But the long and lethal wars in Afghanistan and Iraq showed that 
the Humvee alone wasn’t enough lor 21st-century combat. When the 
military asked for bids to build the next generation of tactical vehicles, 
giants like Lockheed Martin raised their hands, but the contract 
ultimately went to the lesser-known Oshkosh Defense for its Joint Light 
Tactical Vehicle (JLTV). 

Combining the mobility of a Humvee with the protection of a 
Mine-Resistant Ambush Protected Carrier (MRAP), the JLTV is 
a multiuse platform that can be out itted for tasks ranging from long- 


range reconnaissance to heavy-weapon support, with the capability 
of adding mission expansion kits while on the battlefield. Equipped 
with a 340-horsepower, 6.6-litre turbo diesel engine, the JLTV can 
reach speeds of over 70 mph and travel more than 300 miles on a single 
tank of fuel. Oshkosh’s TAK-4i intelligent independent suspension 
system allows for 20 inches of usable wheel travel, vital for a truck aimed 
at transporting America’s bravest to the most far-flung places on earth. 

Just as important, the company’s Advanced Corel080 crew protection 
system provides next-gen armour with integrated blast protection for 
the main compartment. The JLTV won’t be burdened with all the work; 
it will be deployed in conjunction with the new generation of MRAPs, 
while Humvees will continue to perform less-risky transportation tasks. 
But with an initial order of almost 17,000 vehicles, and the possibility 
of up to 55,000 in total, the JLTV will soon be commonplace in war 
zones around the world.

GTC convertible into a station wagon, 
the Flying Star is available in three variations: 
a standard 560-horsepower model, a 610-hp 
Speed model, and a 630-hp Supersports 
model. All versions keep the Continental’s full¬ 
time AWD system but add self-adjusting air 
springs and electronic dampers on each wheel. 
Paired with a six-speed automatic transmission, 
the Supersports base model, which costs 
US$322,600, plus the customisation fee, can 
go from zero to 100 km/h in 3.9 seconds and 
reach a top speed of330 km/h. 

Touring Superleggera painstakingly 
handcrafts each Flying Star. The process takes 
more than 4,000 hours at the company’s 
workshop near Milan. It involves constructing 
a new roof, body panels, rear wings, and 
internal reinforcements out of steel, and 
molding door skins and the entire tailgate 
section from aluminum. Outfitted with 



bespoke cabinetry and trim, the estate car 
tips the scales at more than 5,000 pounds, 
which makes its phenomenal speed even 
more astounding. For convenience, Touring 
Superleggera has partnered with Bentley 
Motors so that Flying Stars can be serviced at 
Bentley dealerships. A special mutual warranty 
program provides a safeguard for both the 
Bentley donor car and the reconfigured 
version. The Flying Star is unlike any Bentley 
you’ve ever seen on the road. And frankly, 
that’s the point.

How does a motorbike styled after a trend 
popular in the 1940s, ’50s, and ’60s get 
trending in more modern times?

The partnership blossomed from there, 
and apparently Lewis and others on set have 
since taken a real-world liking to it as well.

Another edition is likely in the works, 
and as the 2016 Celebration followed an 
initial run in 2013, whisky aficionados with 
cash to burn should mark 2019 down on their 
calendars, though an official date has not 
yet been set. “Were going for a taste profile, 
not just a birth date,” McKee says. That taste 
profile comes with a price tag, but it’s worth it. 
Just ask Wags. ■ 


produced whisky’s complex profile continues 
to linger and unfold into new layers long 
after each sip. There’s vanilla, brown sugar, 
spice, and rum raisin, along with a velvety 
smoothness reminiscent of a prestige cognac. 

Uniquely and extravagantly constructed, 
the whisky was made with the stated aim 
of standing side-by-side with the world’s 
most prestigious sipping spirits. “The whole 
objective behind the Celebration product is 
to create something akin to the finest cognac 
or the finest Scotch,” says Andrea Wilson, 
Michter’s master of maturation. 

Michter’s traces its history all the way back 
to 1753. Current president Joseph Magliocco 
resurrected the brand and began honing his 
desired flavour profile several years after the 
Pennsylvania distillery went under in 1989. 
With no distillery, he contracted others to 
produce his specific recipe. “We were using 
their kitchen,” explains distiller Dan McKee. 
They have a kitchen of their own now, though, 
and it houses a monster 32-inch-diameter, 
46-foot-tall copper column still. Distillation 
began two years ago at the new Michter’s 
Distillery in Shively, Kentucky, and a shiny 
visitors center is slated to open in downtown 
Louisville by 2018. 

Its star turn on Billions came after 
executive producer and cocreator Brian 
Koppelman reached out, according to Wilson. 


Cut away the Wall Street vs. Pearl Street 
battling and Showtime’s Billions is essentially 
a modus operandi for how the exorbitantly 
rich spend their money.

“I also like to read 
when I travel and I write 
in my free time... Maybe one day 
I’ll write a book, but for now 
it’s relieving stress. It’s very 
cathartic for me.” Martha says 
she’s been writing since she was 
a kid, and she even dreamed of 
becoming a writer. 

But the glamour, from North 
Carolina, could hardly have 
imagined walking the Victoria’s 
Secret fashion show one day; 
she grew up watching it on TV, 
but never thought she would 
actually strut down its runway with giant wings on her back. Martha’s 
career has taken some unexpected turns since she was named an Angel, 
with opportunities like the Chainsmokers music video. 

“I had so much fun filming that video, because I really got into 
that character,” she says. “It was about a person living a double life: 
On the outside everything’s okay, but on the inside she’s battling demons. 
So I channelled people I know who gave me that impression — friends 
of mine I knew personally.” 


Martha also sort of made a surprise appearance in the music video for 
Taylor Swift’s “Look What You Made Me Do” when her name appeared 
on Swift’s T-shirt. “I didn’t know that was coming,” she laughs, recalling 
all the hype she received after the video premiered. “I think everybody 
and their grandmother and goldfish watched that video.” 

While Martha is open to more acting opportunities, her modelling 
career doesn’t allow her much time to send in tapes for auditions.

As a teen Martha suffered 
from scoliosis, a malformation of the spine, and she helped choose several 
girls with the condition for a photo shoot to promote the jewellery. 

“I want them to know that I had my own insecurities with my body 
and they should embrace these as well and not feel too inhibited by 
scoliosis,” she says. Martha had an operation to treat her scoliosis when 
she was 18, and she says her experience gave her more incentive to 

work out after her surgery, which 
helped her self-esteem. 

Of course, working out goes 
hand-in-hand with her career 
now. Being a Victoria’s Secret 
Angel means she always needs to 
bring her A game. “Year-round, 
working for the brand, we 
consistently stay in shape because 
we have to shoot in lingerie all 
the time,” she says. And lately 
she’s been alternating different 
workouts, including isometric 
body movements, weight 
training, and cardio. “I’m always 
doing something different to 
challenge how my brain connects 
to my body,” she says. 

Martha says while she does 
make sure to maintain a healthy 
diet, she’s not a fan of the phrase 
cheat foods. “It associates guilt 
with the food and I think that 
I personally don’t feel guilty if 
I’m enjoying food,” she says. 
“I think it’s all about moderation.” 

It doesn’t hurt that Martha 
enjoys staying active in her 
downtime, either. She plays 
tennis, walks her half-beagle, 
half-Pekingese dog and has 
tried surfing, in addition to 
attending concerts, though she 
says she “cannot sing” herself. 

She is also fascinated by 
artificial intelligence, and she 
spends time watching TED 
Talks and reading about tech. “When I was younger I went on a nerdy 
phase, learning HTML codes and designing my own websites, and 
later coding came back as a fundamental part of technology evolving 
into what it is now,” she says. “I wish I’d kept up the coding... Some of the 
old codes I used still work, but it’s so different.” 

She laughs when asked if determined fans could perhaps find an old 
Angelfire website she designed. “They probably totally could!” she says.

For 115 years CAD ILLAC has been a pioneer in design and 
engineering, earning the nickname “standard of the world”..

In 1905, Cadillac built the first concept car with a completely enclosed 
cabin and in 1910 made this feature standard, protecting drivers from the 
dust and grime of driving on those early roads. Within its first decade, 
Cadillac had steered the direction of the entire industry and established 
its reputation as “the standard of the world.” 

But for all Cadillac’s engineering renown, the company’s reputation 
is really built on the style of its cars. This seems appropriate, because 
Cadillac’s parent company, General Motors, was the world’s first 
to employ a dedicated stylist, when it named Harley Earl to run the new 
Art & Colour section in the late 1920s. 

After World War II, when America was enamoured with flight and 
the world was enamoured of all things American, one of Earl’s students, 
Frank Hershey, took inspiration from the Lockheed P-38 Lightning 
fighter plane’s twin-boom tail section and echoed its dual tails with 
curved bumps on the trailing edges of the 1948 Cadillac. 

Just like that, the tailfin was born, and competitors copied Cadillac as 


T humb the remote start button on your car’s key and you’ve roused 
the Cadillac ghost in the machine. The electric starter that 
makes remote start possible is a Cadillac innovation dating 
from 1912. Before that (and for other brands, for many years afterward), 
drivers had to hand-crank their car’s engine to life. 

Since its founding in 1902, Cadillac has continuously pioneered 
design and engineering, introducing countless new technologies and 
trends. “Cadillac’s history has been marked by technical innovations and 
the development of groundbreaking technology,” says Uwe Ellinghaus, 
the company’s chief marketing officer. 

To avoid being trapped by that history, relegated to rehashing its 
greatest hits, Cadillac relocated from its Detroit home to the Big Apple 
in 2015 and is diving headfirst into city life. That has meant endeavors 
such as sponsoring New York Fashion Week and opening Cadillac 
House, a Soho venue the company describes as “a gallery, retail space, 
cafe, and exhibition area for our flagship vehicles.” 

Those flagships include new models like the CT6 prestige sedan and 
the XT5 midsize crossover, vehicles designed to convey Cadillac’s 
renewed commitment to equipping its cars with the same cutting-edge 
technological innovation that went into the original 1903 model. 

That car was the first to be made of identical parts that could be 
replaced easily with new ones. The production principle was standard 
practice in the firearms industry, where Cadillac founder Henry Leland 
got his professional start before delving into the auto industry.

stylists quickly moved from those nascent piston-powered, fighter- 
inspired bumps to towering, razor-sharp fins borrowed straight from the 
U.S. Air Force’s latest supersonic fighter jets. 

By 1959, the fad peaked, literally and figuratively: Fins began 
shrinking the next year and disappeared altogether by the mid-1960s. 
But not before even mighty Mercedes-Benz adopted them for its 
“fintail” generation of German luxury sedans, showing that even the 
company that invented the automobile took cues from Cadillac. 

The U.S. company’s style leadership didn’t end with the pink 
Eldorado convertibles of the 1950s. With new government rollover 
regulations coming into effect, other American brands dropped their 
convertible models, leaving Cadillac as the sole domestic drop-top in 
1976. The company promoted the Eldorado as the “last American 


convertible” and even brewed up a special white-with-red pin-striped 
Bicentennial edition for the nation’s 200th birthday. You might recognise 
these cars as Boss Hogg’s ride in The Dukes of Hazzard : While a 1970 
DeVille appeared in the TV show, the 2005 film version employed one of 
those “last convertibles” from 1976. 

Though the enormous ’76 Eldorado cemented Cadillac’s reputation 
for building the cushy barges that became its specialty in the ’40s and 
’50s, today Caddy wants to add a dash of sportiness to that familiar 
recipe. Its ATS-V and CTS-V models are rip-snorting hot rods capable 
of matching German competitors in the showroom and on the racetrack. 
To underscore the latter point, the brand is competing in IMSA’s 
Daytona Prototype class, and the Cadillac DPi-V.R racer won the 
Rolex24 Daytona in January.

Cadillac’s V-16, which debuted in 1930, 
was a short-lived masterpiece 


For the duration of its 115-year existence, Cadillac has been held in 
varying high levels of esteem, based on the products it was turning 
out at the time. 

During the 1930s, Caddy reached for the stratosphere, 
introducing a world-renowned V-16-powered line that was the 
equivalent of a Bugatti Chiron hypercar today in terms of unmatched 
desirability. This put Cadillac on par with its legendary U.S. competitor 
Duesenberg, and European luxury car manufacturers such as Rolls- 
Royce and Hispano-Suiza. 

Cadillac delivered a bare chassis with a V-16 drivetrain to Fleetwood, 
its in-house coachbuilder, which crafted bodywork for customers 
such as actors Tom Mix and Roscoe “Fatty” Arbuckle, making 
Cadillac’s V-16 a Tinseltown darling decades before the Escalade. 
Unfortunately, between the time Cadillac set out to produce its V-16 


and its debut in 1930, Wall Street suffered the crash of 1929 and 
the Great Depression settled in, decimating the market for such 
thoroughbred machines, says General Motors Heritage Center 
manager Greg Wallace. Which was a shame. “The V-16 was a 
masterpiece of mechanical design,” Wallace says. 

With the V-16 falling short of its goals, Cadillac introduced a V-12 
in 1931, with the idea that it had similar cachet at a lower cost. “You 
got the same kind of premium drivetrain overall,” he says. “Today 
they still prove their reliability...One of the most popular cars out 
there in the classic car world is the Cadillac because they were 
reliable.” 

Cadillac took another crack at 16 cylinders with an all-new engine 
with an unorthodox 135-degree V angle in 1938, hoping that an 
economy finally sputtering back to life might be a fertile market for 
a next-generation V-16. Alas, that car sold in minuscule numbers, 
so Cadillac dropped the V-16 engine. 

The lovely Sixteen concept car of 2003 was a teasing reference 
to those classic cars, but unfortunately, that car was not approved 
for production. -DC 
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“Investing in racing has not only appealed to our enthusiastic 
customer base but has also helped showcase how the performance 
lessons we’ve learned on the racetrack have been applied to the Cadillac 
model lineup,” Ellinghaus notes. 

The zoomy DPi-V.R wears Cadillac’s signature, crisp-edged 
styling that debuted as the Art & Colour design language. This 
was Cadillac’s successful bid to avoid the trend of trying to look 
like Mercedes or BMW. 

Nowhere was this styling more popular than when writ large in the 
gigantic Escalade full-size SUV. High-profile entertainers and 
professional athletes flocked to the Escalade’s brash styling, cementing 
Art & Colour as Caddy’s unmistakable look. 

Over the past 15 years, Cadillac has produced a series of striking 
concept cars presaging future production styling, even if none of them 
reached production themselves. From the Sixteen (2003) and the Ciel 
(2011) to the Elmiraj (2013) and the Escala (2016), concept cars have 
simultaneously wowed auto-show crowds and pointed the way for 
upcoming showroom centerpieces. 

The Escala’s design is the template for current and upcoming Caddys, 
Ellinghaus says. “The Escala concept previews the design and technical 
ideas driving the next phase of Cadillac’s ongoing expansion, including 
several features — like lighting technology — that will begin appearing 


on Cadillac production models in the near future.” 

The Detroit titan will back that style with dizzying new technology, 
including a hands-free highway driving system it calls Super Cruise. 
“Super Cruise utilises two advanced technology systems — a driver 
attention system and precision LiDAR map data — to ensure safe 
and confident vehicle operation,” Ellinghaus notes. “The technology 
is being lauded as a game-changing technology that sets new standards 
for the industry.” 

Even with advanced sensors, cars still can’t see as well as human 
drivers can, which is why Cadillac is spearheading an effort to let them 
crowdsource information by sharing data car to car. 

“This year, Cadillac introduced vehicle-to-vehicle communications, 
which shares information between equipped vehicles that can be used 
to alert drivers to upcoming potential hazards, laying the groundwork 
for a connected, safer future,” Ellinghaus says. “Cadillac also introduced 
vehicle-to-infrastructure capability, which connects the Cadillac 
development vehicles to their surrounding infrastructure,” he adds, 
referring to the likes of traffic lights. 

Omniscience about the surrounding world and 65-mph hands-free 
highway travel should make these new Cadillacs as noteworthy as those 
early wonders — interchangeable parts, enclosed cabin, electric starting 
— did a century ago. It sounds like the standard of the world once again.

Presidential Ride 

Cadillac has provided limos for 
commanders-in-chief from Wilson onward 


Cadillac has been a preferred provider of limousines to presidents 
over the years, beginning with President Woodrow Wilson, who rode 
one through the streets of Boston for a 1919 World War I victory 
parade. Calvin Coolidge used a 1928 Cadillac town car during his 
administration, but the first true purpose-built Cadillac presidential 
limo came in 1938. It was actually a pair of Cadillac convertibles, 
nicknamed the Queen Mary and the Queen Elizabeth after the 
famous ocean liners of the time. The vehicles were 21.5 feet long, 
weighed 7,660 pounds, and were equipped with a small weapons 
arsenal, two-way radios, and heavy-duty generators. 

The Queens served presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt, Harry 
S. Truman, and Dwight D. Eisenhower. Eisenhower, a car buff, 
wanted something a little flashier. The 1953 Cadillac Eldorado was 
just the thing. Eisenhower commissioned a pair of armoured 1956 
convertibles, the Queen Mary II and the Queen Elizabeth II, to replace 
the original cars. These cars served presidents John F. Kennedy and 
Lyndon B. Johnson, retiring in 1968. 

President Ronald Reagan got a 1983 Cadillac Fleetwood 
limousine that served up until President George H.W. Bush’s 
administration. For President Bill Clinton, Cadillac developed 
a Fleetwood Brougham Presidential version that was conceived 
and built as an armored presidential limo from the ground up. This 
has required General Motors to keep the car’s exact specifications 



secret for security reasons. President Barack Obama got a new 
limo for his 2009 inauguration, nicknamed “The Beast.” ■

World-class beaches, jive-star restaurants, andposh hotels 
will have you indulging like the pirates who once called it home 

Nassau’s reputation might be most tied to the all-inclusive Atlantis resort 
that sits on its satellite, Paradise Island, but the capital boasts plenty 
of natural beauty and history of its own that’s often overshadowed. 
Don’t be turned off by Nassau’s popularity — the famous Cable Beach 
is still beautiful and fairly uncrowded and water activities like snorkelling 
and glass-bottom boating abound on New Providence, the island on 
which Nassau is located. Just a three-hour flight from New York, Nassau 
also has a robust food scene featuring heavy-hitting names like Nobu and 
Jean-Georges Vongerichten, not to mention unpretentious haunts that 
serve delicious local fare. 

Stay at the gorgeous Graycliff Hotel, a 20-room colonial mansion 
conveniently located in the heart of Old Nassau, which features a sprawling 
estate and an eponymous restaurant that earned the Caribbean’s first 
culinary five stars. The Graycliff derives its name from pirate Captain 
John Howard Graysmith, who built the structure amid the ruins of a 
17th-century Anglican church. The Graycliff dates back to “the days of the 
golden age of piracy in Nassau,” explains Anna Bancroft of Tru Bahamian 
Food Tours. “There are said to be secret passages leading to the harbour 
— perfect for smuggling.” 

Take in a tour at the Graycliff’s cigar factory and its chocolatier. 
Cigar enthusiasts can learn how to roll their own and pair them with rum, 
while those looking for something sweeter can explore the bean-to-bar 
chocolate-making process and make some goodies themselves. 

The most indulgent experience available at the Graycliff, though, 
is at its Bahamian-influenced European restaurant. Take a cooking 
class that begins with a tour of the property before heading into the 
kitchen with executive chef Elijah Bowe, who leads an intimate cooking 
experience for six to 12 people at a time. That’s followed by a visit to 
the wine cellar — the third largest in the Western hemisphere — before 
returning for a three-course meal with wine. 

For a spirit that’s a little more local, rum lovers should head to 
downtown distillery John Watling’s for Bahama Mamas made with 
small-batch rums. Nearby, foodies can dine alfresco in the verdant 
courtyard or on the veranda at Cafe Matisse, an Italian favourite with 
colourful decor. 

Those who prefer urbane modernity to colonial charm stay at 
One&Only Ocean Club, which is rumoured to be a favourite spot 
of Beyonce and Jay Z. The sleek hotel offers an 18-hole golf course, 
35 acres of stunning gardens, an immaculate beach, and a restaurant, 
Dune, by celebrity chef Jean-Georges Vongerichten, which serves 
French-Asian cuisine with a Bahamian touch.

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For a truly authentic local food experience, head to Bahamian Cookin’ 
Restaurant & Bar. “Its really, really special because the downtown 
area doesn’t really have traditional Bahamian restaurants,” Bancroft 
says. “They’ve sort of cornered the market, and it’s owned and operated 
by three generations of Bahamian women who still cook to this day.” 
Bancroft recommends conch fritters and steamed chicken that falls right off 
the bone. Another good option for local fare is Lukka Kairi, overlooking 
Nassau Harbour. 

Potter’s Cay, a market under a bridge to Paradise Island, is home to 
several food and drink stands, where tourists and locals alike flock for fresh 
conch salad and local cocktails like Sky Juice, a coconut drink with gin. 
—Andrea Park 


GRAND BAHAMA ISLAND 

Nassau’s quieter cousin is the place to gofor gorgeous 

nature , all-inclusive tranquility , and exceptional seafood 


For vacationers who prefer a slower pace to Nassau’s hustle and bustle, 
Grand Bahama Island is a laid-back alternative that still has shopping, 
golf courses, upscale restaurants and, of course, beautiful beaches. 

Old Bahama Bay offers the convenience of a full-service resort with 
the intimacy of a secluded boutique hotel. Be prepared to stay on the 
grounds, though, as the hotel is located on the island’s westernmost tip, 
26 miles away from the main city of Freeport. The quiet isolation means 
guests mostly have the pristine beach to themselves, and the property 
is furnished with everything they need — a restaurant, bar, basketball 
and tennis courts, snorkelling, paddleboards and fishing. It’s not a bad 
idea to go during lobster season, August through March, when guests 
can catch their own meals. 

The sprawling Grand Lucayan is an all-inclusive resort with 542 guest 
rooms, several restaurants and bars, a world-class 18-hole golf course 
designed by Robert Trent Jones Jr., four tennis courts and water sports. 

For the best restaurant on the island, venture into Freeport to the 
modern seafood spot Flying Fish, the only restaurant on Grand Bahama 
Island with four diamonds from AAA. Husband-and-wife duo Tim and 
Rebecca Tibbitts run the restaurant; Rebecca is the commonwealth’s only 
female certified sommelier, and Tim, the executive chef, is a Bahamas 
native. Expect gastromolecular dishes like serrano-ham-wrapped wahoo 
over squid-ink risotto and local lobster with romesco sauce. 

For a cheap and cheery night out, head to Fish Fry at Smith’s Point on 
Wednesdays for dancing, cold beer, fried fish, broiled lobster, and conch, 
right on the beach. Sabor, a restaurant that is part of the Pelican Bay 
Hotel, offers more of a nightclub vibe in the evening, with stylish 
cocktails on the water. 

Grand Bahama Island might not have the same star power as 
Nassau, but what it lacks in name recognition it more than makes up for 
in natural beauty. Don’t miss sights like Lucayan National Park, which 
houses underwater caves, a mangrove, and the stunning Gold Rock 
Beach, which remains undeveloped thanks to its protection by the 
Bahamas National Trust. Less spectacular is Taino Beach, which is the 
place to go for water sports. 

The Garden of the Groves is the lushest part of the island. 
The 12-acre garden boasts tropical trees and flowers, butterflies and 
birds, four waterfalls, lagoons, and a hilltop chapel. Walk the limestone- 
boulder-surrounded labyrinth for a contemplative experience. —AP 


PRIVACY, PLEASE 

Escape the crowds — and empty your bank 

account — by rentingyour own Bahamian island 


The Bahamas consists of 700 individual islands and roughly 2,400 
cays, or coral reefs, spread out across 260,000 square kilometres in the 
Atlantic Ocean near Florida and Cabo. Still, it can feel a bit tight during 
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tourist season, which runs from December to April. Some find peace 
and quiet by leaving the resort and sailing to a private beach. Others 
escape the crowds by booking their own villa, rather than a hotel room. 
But those with more considerable means rent a private island. 

The 13-acre Bonefish Cay is located in the Abacos chain of islands, 
which sits approximately 175 miles east of Florida and 100 miles north 
of Nassau. The 5,000-square-foot main lodge features a 28-foot maple 
bar, pool table and professional kitchen — which comes complete with 
a private chef. There are also three individual bungalows, with a total of 
nine fully furnished guest suites (and one gym). You can expect complete 
privacy on Bonefish Cay, unless you venture to one of the neighbouring 
islands, Treasure Cay and Spanish Cay, for a bit of golf or tennis. Rates 
begin at US$53,530 per week. 

Illusionist David Copperfield’s personal island, Musha Cay, can be 
yours for US$39,000 to US$57,000 per night, with a five-night minimum 
stay. The 150-acre atoll’s five houses accommodate you and up to 
23 guests. Choose from Highview, a 10,000-square-foot hilltop spread 
with two kitchens and a sauna, a five-bedroom beachfront villa called 
Palm Terrace, or one of three beach houses. Or if you like, stay in all of 
them. Located 85 miles southeast of Nassau, MushaCay has astaff of30 — 
a staff-to-guest ratio of 5:4 at maximum capacity. Amenities include a 
private chef and outdoor movie theater. Google cofounder Sergey Brin 
got married here in 2007. 

A 15-minute flight from Nassau, Little Whale Cays 93 private acres 
will set you back US$12,000 to US$15,000 per night. Once owned by 
American financier Wallace Groves, who developed resorts and casinos 
on Grand Bahama Island following his release from federal prison in 1941 
(he was there for mail fraud), Little Whales three guesthouses 
accommodate up to 12 people at once. Groves, who died in 1988, 
originally conceived of the island as a bird sanctuary, and 34 species, 
including the Bahama woodstar, flamingos, domestic peacocks, and 
the endangered West Indian whistling duck, can be found there. Three 
tortoises, named Tomasina, Dixie, and Henrietta, also call Little Whale 
Cay, one of the 30-odd Berry Islands, home. 

The Darby Islands — which consist of Big Darby, Little Darby, 
Bette Cay, Goat Cay, and Guana Cay — are available for a comparatively 
reasonable US$2,500 per night. Accessible only by boat or aircraft, Big 
Darby was once a working plantation producing cotton and palm oil. 
The main house features a 4,000-square-foot great room, formal dining 
room, two sundecks and verandas and a pool table. Share the crystal- 
clear waters between Big and Little Darby with wild eagle and leopard 
rays; feast on locally caught seafood upon your return. Comfortable 
though it may be, you’re still very much off the beaten path — 
communication between the Darbys and the rest of the world is more or 
less limited to mobile phone and marine band VHF radio. 

Bridges Cay, a 29-acre private island located 13 miles south of 
Marsh Harbour, has been in the Pitcairn family for more than 50 years. 
The main house, called the Lookout, sleeps eight to 10; the Beach Villa 
sleeps two to four. As it sits squarely in the Bight of Old Robinson, 
Bridges Cay is protected from the open ocean. There are lush stands 
of mangroves a kayak ride away and some of the finest snorkelling in 
the world can be found here. Check out the bat caves and historic 
lighthouse in Little Harbor, followed by rum punch and fish sandwiches 
at Pete’s Pub. Rates available upon request. 

How to get there: Seaplane service can be arranged through 
various charter companies. Seabird Air is based in Nassau and 
operates a fleet of air-conditioned Cessna Caravan Amphibian 
aircraft. If you’re boating in, Seabird will send a seaplane to meet you 
wherever you tie up. Trans Island Airways of New Providence 
flies Cessna 402C seaplane charters year-round. Tropic Ocean 
Airways flies both three- and nine-passenger Cessnas between Florida 
and the Bahamas and was founded by a former U.S. Navy Top Gun 
fighter pilot. —Justin Rohrlich
